I 
mini in on the screen one minute, giving 
time for explanation and comment. 

The second disadvantage was in the 
fact that the lecturers had had no op 
portunity to look over the manuscript, 
which was not received until the day 
the pictures were used.

(Ml bar. The time given to each piece 
of pottery will bo determined by each 
inspector for himself.

These estimates do not 
include the groat loss .sustained by industry and 
eommerlio, nor the crops, buildings, and other prop- 
erty destroyed, but relate solely to the provision- 
ing, feeding, wages, cost of mobilisation, ammuni- 
tion (land, sea and aerial ), ambulances, outfitting, 
bridges and pontoons, fuel, requisition*, loss on 
taxes and general incidentals connected with the 
actual operations of a Campaign as vast as that 

which ia now under way in Eastern ami Western

A bull liat, we are told, will 
lev our a thousand mo-ipiitoos in one 
twilight: given due safety and ei.cotir 
agORIOOt. a family of bull bats should 
siitli.,. to free any neighborhood of mos 
ipiitoes and prevent many case* of ill 
ness as well as incalculable discomfort. 

Commenting upon the Tenne SS Ot 
game warden's statement, the Courier 
fount) well observes that too many 
former! look upon birds "either with 
indifference or with enmity." A bird 
which now and then grabs a grail ol 
com or wheat, a berry or I cherry is 
regarded as a chronic marauder, where 
as lie pays in service many tune- over 
for all that he gets.
